Minister of Resources and 
Development, Ottawa, has just is- 
sued the Regulations regarding 
migratory birds for the current 
year. 

A summary of the Regulations 
as they apply to Alberta follows:

(both dates inclusive) 
Ducks (other than Wood Ducks), 
Geese (other than Ross's Goose), 
Rails, Coots 
Northern District, defined below, 
Sept. 9 to Nov. 2. 
Edmonton District, defined below, 
Sept. 16 to Nov. 9. 
Southern District, defined below, 
Sept. 23 to Nov. 16. 

Wilson's Snipe 
Northern District, defined below, 
Sept. 9 to October 9. 

Edmonton District, defined below, 
Sept. 16 to October 16... 
Southern District, defined below, 
Sept. 23 to October 23. 


Definition of Districts 

The Northern District of Alberta 
is that part of the Province lying 
north of the right’ bank of the 
Athabasca River going down- 
stream to its intersection with the 
north boundary of Township 72 
and north of the north boundary 
of Township 72 from the Athabas- 
ca River to its intersection with 
the interprovincial boundary be- 
tween Alberta and Saskatchewan. 

The Edmonton district is that 
part of the Province lying south 
of the Northern District and north 
of a line described as follows: Com- 
mencing at the point where the 
centre line of Highway No. 12 in- 
tersects the east boundary of Al- 
berta; thence westerly along the 
said centre line of Highway No. 12,

Cold Jelly Making 

The cold method of making 

jelly is perhaps one which you 
have not heard very much about. 
The jelly takes longer to set and 
is a bit sweeter than when made 
by the boiling juice method but 
has a better flavor. . 
- The juice is extracted from the 
fruit the same way as for boiled 
jelly. Add from 1% cups to 1% 
cups of sugar per cup of juice. Do 
not add more than 1% cups of 
sugar to one cup of juice. Stir the 
sugar and the juice until the sugar 
is completely dissolved. Pour at 
once into glass jars and allow to 
set. 

Naturally ‘the juice must be suit- 
able for jelly making, e.g. grape, 
crabapple, or other juices used 
commonly.

Enters Agreement With Viking Hospital 


Minutes of a regular meeting 
of the Board of the Viking Munici- 
pal Hospital District No .10, held 
at the hospital on Friday, Sept. 8, 
1950. ~ 

Present: J. F. Murray, Chair- 
man; W. J. Kelly, Vice-Chairman; 
S. L. Hoines, W, D. Johnston, Mrs. 
E. Primett and A. Hafso, Sec.- 
Treas. 

The meeting was called to order 
by the Chairman at 2:30 p.m. 

The minutes of the last regular 
meeting were read by the Sec.- 
Treas. and were adopted as read on 
motion by S. L. Hoines, seconded 
by W. D. Johnston. Cd. 

Moved by Mrs. E. Primett, se- 
conded by W. J. Kelly and carried 
that subject to the approval of the 
Minister of Health the following 
agreement be entered into with 
the Irma Municipal Hospital Dis- 
trict No. 55: 


Whereas under the authority of 
the Municipal Hospitals Act, Sec- 
tion 30, the Board of the Irma Mun- 
icipal Hospital District is empow- 
ered to enter into an agreement 
with an approved hospital for the 
care and treatment -of its rate- 
payers and resident non-ratepay- 
ers. 

And whereas the Hospital is an 
approved hospital within the mean- 
ing of the Hospitals Act, being 
Chapter 184 of the Revised Sta- 
tutes of Alberta, 1942. 

NOW THEREFORE THIS 
AGREEMENT WITNESSETH: 

In consideration of the premises 
and of the mutual covenants and 
agreements hereinafter contained, 
the Parties do hereby covenant 
and agree as follows: 

1. Standard ward care as refer- 
red to in this agreement shall mean 
the bed accommodation provided 
to the patient when private or 
semi-private room accommodation 
has not been requested, and in- 
cludes the routine services such as 
meals, nursing care, drugs, medica- 
tion and dressings ordinarily pro- 
vided without extra charge. 


2. Semi-private or private room 
accommodation, when available, 
will he provided upon the request 
of the patient and the difference 
in rates between the standard 
ward and the private or semi-pri- 
vate room will be payable . by the 
patient. 

3. The Hospital agrees to pro- 
vide care for ratepayers and res- 
ident non-ratepayers of the Dis- 


trict and their dependents as de-|. 


fined by the Hospitals Act when 
admission to the Hospital-has been 
arranged by a Physician and auth- 
orized by the Superintendent of 
the Hospital. 

4. On behalf of those patients 
three years of age and over who 
have been accepted by the District 
as being eligible to receive the ben- 
efits under this Agreement the 
District agrees to pay to the hos- 
pital the sum’ of $3.50 per day for 
every day the patient receives 
care in the Hospital and the Hos- 
pital agrees that it will not charge 
the patient more than one dollar 
per day on account of standar 
ward hospitalization. 

5. On behalf of those patients 


under three years of age who have? 


been accepted by the District as 
being eligible to receive the ben- 
efits under - this Agreement, ‘the 


-|District agrees to pay to the hos- 


pital; : 

(a) one dollar per day for a per- 
son under three months of age, 

(b). one dollar and fifty cents 
for~a person from three months 
to one year of age, and 

(c) two dollars and fifty cents 
for a person from one year to 
three years of age, for every day 
the patient receives care in the 
Hospital under the terms of this 
Agreement, and the Hospital agrees 
that it will not charge the patient 
more than the sum of one doller 
per day on account of standard 
ward hospitalization. 

6. On behalf of those patients 
accepted by the District as being 
eligible to receive benefits of. the 
Agreement the District agrees to 
pay to the Hospital an additional 
sum of Nil per day for everyday 
the patient receives care in the 
hospital on account of extra ‘ser- 
vices rendered to the patient. 


7. The terms of this ent 


shall not apply’ to those patients, 


who are receiving care in the hos- 


_|pital under the Workmen’s Com- 


pensation Act or under any legis- 
lation passed by Provincial or Fed- 
eral Governments, or otherwise 
provided at public expense, 


within forty-eight hours following 
admission. 

9. The District shall, wherever 
possible, within forty-eight hours 
following receipt of the notifica- 
tion, advise the hospital whether 
or not the patient has been accep- 
ted as a person entitled to the ben- 
efits under this Agreement, and 
should the District fail to do so, 
within seven days following re- 
ceipt of the notification, the liabil- 
ity of the District for the payment 
of their portion of the payment 
shall be deemed to be admitted. 

10. The District shall pay to the 
Hospital the sums referred to in 
sections four, five and six of this 
Agreement, whichever is applica- 
ble, within one month following 
receipt of the account from the 
Hospital.

Time to Treat’ Crops With 2,4-D 

The essence of success in the 

control of weeds in growing crops 
by 2,4-D rests not only in employing 
the right chemicals at the right 
concentrations but also in spraying 
or dusting at the right stage of - 
both weed and crop growth. ; 
' Treat Early. It cannot be 
stressed too strongly that the best 
results with 2,4-D are obtained 
when annual weeds such as: Wild 
Mustard and Stinkweed are treated 
in the seedling stage. Once annual 
» weeds have grown large their 
resistance to 2,4-D increases 
rapidly.@In consequence, the later 
the spraying or dusting ‘is left. the 
greater will be the amount of 2,4-D 
required to obtain a first-class kill; 
and the longer will’ the weeds be 
given a chance to compete with the 
crop. Treat early. 

Stage of Crops. Although it is 
important» to treat the weeds as 
soon as the seedling stage is reached 
it is equally important to bear in 
mind the stage of crop growth 
Too early or too late treatment 
with 2,4-D is likely to lead to crop 
injury. In the case of cereal crops: 
(wheat, oats, and barley) it > is 
essential to wait until the grain 
plants are in the 3-leaf stage, or 
about 6 inches high, before they 
are treated. 2,4-D should not be 
applied to cereal crops after the 
plana have reached the early shot- 

le stage. On no account should 
cereal crops be treated when the 
lants are in the flowering or early- 
headin g stages of growth. With 
flax, treatment with 2,4-D should 
be made at the earliest opportunity 
after the flax plants have formed 
4 or 5. leaves, since’ the weeds then 
will be more readily killed. Flax 
crops should not be sprayed or 
dusted with 2,4-D once the plants 
have started to bud. Late treatment 
of flax is likely t cause serious

|Avoid Grain Storage 


Don’t be in too big a hurry to 
cut your crop, cautions A. M. Wil- 
son, Alberta’s Field. Crops Com- 
missioner. Consider the problems 
that frozen, immature grain may 
present in harvesting and storing. 

Farmers whose crops have been 
injured by frost should give them 
every opportunity to ripen and dry 
before harvesting and threshing. 
Frozen grain is slow to dry in the 
stook or swath. If the grain is not 
severely damaged it will fill much 
better standing than in the swath 
or stook. Even severely ‘frozen 
crops will benefit by being allow- 
ed to stand because they will dry 
more quickly. 

There is another good reason for 
allowing all grain crops, whether 
frozen or not, to ripen thoroughly 
before cutting and to dry before 
combining or threshing. Crops cut 
green are often unsatisfactory for 
seed or for malting because of er- 
ratic germination. 7
